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THE SUPREME JUDGESHIP. 
On the 9th of January nearly two hun­ 
dred lawyers assembled in the Supreme 
Court room at Madison and formed a State 
Bar Association, and then adjourned to 
February 20th, which is Wednesday of 
next week. While nothing was said on 
the subject at the time, yet it was general­ 
ly supposed that in pursuance of the new 
constitutional amendment a law would be 
passed increasing the number of judges of 
the Supreme Court to five, and providing 
for the election of the two additional 
judges at the coming April election. Such 
is the fact, lf the coming bar meeting as­ 
sume to select two persons lor these posi 
tions, then it is important, not only for the 
hon or of the bar but for the interest of all 
the people, that their action shall bs cau­ 
tious and wise. lf the entire bar of the 
State could be represented, then perhaps, 
it woald be as fair a representation of the 
people as we could get, but it should be 
remembered that as yet a very small frac 
tionot the bar of the State, have bicorne 
members of the State Bar Assoc.ation. It 
was only those present who signed the con­ 
stitution and paid in their two dollars that 
became members. It was wisely provided 
in 
their 
constitution, 
however, that

In 
any county 
could 
become a 
member at auy time cithin sirty daysitom 
January 9 b, by paying or sending to the 
Secretary, Hon E. E. Bryant, of Madison, 
two dollars, a n i signing or directing Lim, 
or some one In writing to sign hts name to 
the Constitution ot the Association, 
it is 
evident that no lawyer will have any voice 
at the coming bar meeting unless he pre­ 
viously pays his money and is enrolled aaa 
member. 
Snob an Association can be of 
great value, if the lawyers throughout the 
State pretty generally become members, 
but It It! membership should be confined 
to a tew who desire to serve their own 
ambition or the ambition of their particu 
tar friends, then it will prove a fraud and a 
snare. These two offices were not created 
for the purpose of gratifying some ooe who 
wanted a place, but because all Interests in 
the State demand ao increase oi analytical 
thought, force and judgment upon the So 
preme Bench. 
Now that the office is created, the people 
should see to it that no one shall be forced 
upon them either by the man himself or 
by some one who wants his business or 
wants a friend up in the bench. 
The best 
way to avoid the schemes of the selfish is 
for all parts of the State to be fairly if 
not fully 
represented 
in 
mailing 
the selections, ll 
this cannot be done 
through the State Bar Association, or some 
other non partisan method, then it woald 
be better to have straight party conven­ 
tions, tor then each woald at least be de­ 
sirous of selecting men of recognized char­ 
acter and ability in order to ensure success 
at the polls. 
A large number of names 
have been mentioned in connection with 
these offices from different parts of the 
State and from both political parties. This 
is well. Prominent among those named on 
the part of the Democrats are Judges Pul­ 
len, 
Ellis, Cate, McLean, Colhern and 
Small. Jenkins and Butler, of Milwaukee, 
Sloan, Vilas, Smith, Gregory and Pmney, 
of Madison, And A. Scott Sloan, of Beaver 
Dam. The Republicans named are leas nu* 
merous, but ot equal ability and fitness. 
Three have been mentioned by some of the 
papers of the State from this county, one 
of which, however, can hardly be called a 
Republican, much less a Democrat, but 
this rn no objection, ii the selection is to be 
made by the two parties jointly. Some of 
these men, we are glad to know, will not 
consent to be regarded aa candidates, but 
insist that an office so exalted a9 that of 
Supreme J udge, should seek the mao, In­ 
stead of the man seeking the office. 
This undoubtedly is the true position. 
No one should be selected from private or 
personal considerations. The honor and 
good name of the State, the present and fu­ 
ture welfare of the people, and the pe:ma- 
neot prosperity of all branches of business, 
demand that there shall be selected for 
these two offices, men who are learned and 
experienced in the trial of causes in order 
that their perceptions and resources may 
be sufficiently clear and active to discover 
the truth in complicated cases and expose 
the sopnistries which will be sure to be 
pressed upon them by able counsel. They 
should be men of conscience with a moral 
aptitude which will enable them readily to 
dtsunguisa b tween what is right, fair and 
honest, and what is wrong, unfair ann 
dishonest. They should moreover be men 
capable of suspending their judgm ents 
until they have obtained all the aid possi­ 
ble, and then decide independently, relying 
upon their own convictions, and with abd 
tty, learning and skill to maintain such 
convictions by logic as well as authority. 
We want men who have the courage to do 
what they think is right, regardless of 
consequences and without tear of giving 
offence or expectation of praise or reward. 
In a word we want to select two judges 
who will be useful In declaring what is 
just and equitable, and thus prove them­ 
selves to be an ornament to the bench aod 
an honor to the State. If the State Bar 
Association or any other body of men will 
aid in making such selections, then they 
will do good service to the people who 
will rise up and call them blessed.

In compliance 
with the wishes of the cardinal the occa­ 
sion was marked by no demonstrations or 
formal farewell on the part of his friends.

the 
cardinal rose, and after receiving a few 
friends who had heard of his Intended de 
parture, and came to wish him farewell, he 
entered a carnage with bis private secre­ 
tary, Father Farley, and Vicar General 
Quinn, and was driven to the Inman steam­ 
ship wharf, at Pier 45 North river, where 
be arrived at 9 o’clock. 
The City of New York, on which the 
cardinal had engaged passage, was chafing 
at her hawsers with steam up ready to de 
part at hall-past nine, the hour announced. 
On the wharf aud along the front in the 
vicinity a considerable crowd had collect­ 
ed, and every carriage aa it drove was 
was f a ir ly scrutinized for a glimpse of 
the departing prelate. 
When the cardinal 
arrived and alighted from his carriage' he 
found about a hundred priests and lay 
friends waning on the wharf and upon the 
deck of the vessel to shake his hand. 
As 
he walked up the gangway the men re­ 
spectfully removed their hats in salutation. 
The cardinal descended ai once to state­ 
rooms Nos. 45 and 50, on the port side, ait, 
which had been prepared for his reception, 
and Father Farley inspected staterooms 
Nos. I and 3, on the starboard side, att, 
which were his quarters for the voyage. 
The cardinal chatted and shook hands with 
all, having a pleasant word for each. 
He 
did not seem to be in very vigorous health, 
aud as he confessed himself a poor sailor, 
many of bis friends regretted that he 
should be compelled to cross the ocean at 
this stormy season. In conversation he 
stated that he woald proceed to Rome by 
way of London and Paris, without delay, 
and 
remarked 
that 
he hoped to be 
home 
again 
about 
Easter 
time. 
At h alf-past 9 o’clock orders were issued 
warning visitors to leave the vessel ; the 
mails were stowed in the hold, lines were 
slackened, the hiss of escaping steam grew 
ouder, and all the hurry and bustle inci 
dental to each a scene occurred. In the 
midst of the commotion the little group 
around the cardinal wished him “ G od' 
speed !” and a safe and happy return to his 
native land. Many kissed the archiepis­ 
copal ring upon his hand. When the last 
words had been spoken, the steamship 
swung out luto the river and made her way 
down toward the bay, while the group up­ 
on the wharf watched her,swaying “good­ 
bys” with their handkerchiefs. The last 
glimpse of the cardinal showed him stand­ 
ing on the deck between his Secretary aud 
ather Ruddy, secretary to the papal dele­ 
gate, Bishop Conroy.

An Interested Audience. 
Apropos of the revival of the question 
of a future state of punishment, which is 
just now occupying so much of the time 
and pens of clergymen and editors, the 
following contribution to the Drawer, from 
clever brother editor in New Jersey, 
seems particularly “ pat:”

The Pope’s Love Story. 
The following was {written by Louisa 
Muhibach tor The New York Herald, five 
years ago 
There was yet one more person who 
knew ot him—namely, a young and beau­ 
tiful girl, who had been living for him dur­ 
ing the past three years, who, for three 
long years, had hoped for hts advent, al­ 
though she must have known that he would 
never again appear. At one time she had 
hoped that the young Count's love was of 
a nature so fcivent and constant as to cause 
him to forget the difference in their re­ 
spective stations of life which seemingly 
separated them from each other. 
I he 
young lady was the beautiful daughter of 
the Widow Devoti, at whose house the 
Count Mahtai bad, during several months, 
been a daily and welcome visitor. The son 
of the widow was a brother student, and as 
such he had been introduced to the family, 
where he became intimate and spent happy 
hours of recreation 
Happy, happy were those hours’ aud 
otten, wneu many years had passed bv, 
Pius IX., then surrounded by the splendor 
of the Papal pal aer1, pleasurably recalled 
those happy hours of his youth ; and often, 
in lonesome moods, on an approaching eve, 
these recollections lighted up his soul.

Holy Father the promise that the next va- | 
cancy should be reserved for bim, and 
special orders were given that in the mean* j 
time Mastai should be permitted to wear : 
the epaulctts of an ensign preparatory to 
being initiated for military service. 
That same evening Mastai Ferretti met j 
his friends, bright in hopes and eloquiut J 
lo words. 
He 
narrated to the lovely I 
Camilla the day’s experience, pictured to J 
her in glowing terms the prospect of the ; 
tuture, basing his hopes on the promise he I 
had obtained at the Vatican. Camilla bs j 
teued with the sweetest smiles, and tx th j 
pictured to themselves a future of the anet 
unbounded happiness. The evening closed 
as usual with music; never had Camilla's j 
voice been sweeter, and when at an Md-I 
vanced hour, Mastai and Camilla parted | 
from each other both fondly expressed 
adieu till to-morrow evening. Tne even-I 
mg of the morrow passed by and Camilla < 
had wailed in vain tor her friend. She 
wailed the next day and another day, but j 
still Mastai did not come. Camilla, lull 
of grief and anxiety, dared not inquire 
into the cause of the absence of her 
friend. 
What could it bev Was it that he had 
deserted her ?
